•SUBJECT: Fulfillment of WSEG Request for Intelligence on Soviet 

Agriculture 


1. In a letter to you, dated. 18 May 1955, General Anderson stated 
that he had seen strongly divergent conclusions on the military value of 
the food bacteriological warfare target system. To assist him in resolv- 
ing these difficulties, he asked us to supply him with information on: 

a. food stocks in the USSR and the Satellites for the period 
1955-1960; 

b. the use of animal draft power and its contribution to the 
production of foodstuffs; and 

c. the use of animal fertilizers and their contribution to the 
production of foodstuffs. 

2. Your reply, dated 4 June 1955, stated that a study could be 
supplied which would require considerable research and analysis and 
which, even then, was not likely to produce definitive and precise 
answers. 

3. Considerable research has been done in satisfaction of 
General Anderson's request. However, research had to be set aside 
during Fiscal Year 1956 in order to produce our paper on "The New 
Lands Program of the USSR." Available research time in F. Y. 1957 
has been devoted to NIE's, NIS's, and to the EIC interdepartmental 
paper on "Policies, Performance, and Prospects of Soviet Agriculture. " 
This paper was requested by the Department of State in June 1955 and 

is deemed of the greatest importance. Both the "New Lands" paper and 
the EIC interdepartmental paper will make significant contributions to 
the satisfaction of General Anderson's requirements. WSEG has been 
informed of these facts through its liaison representative. 
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
